Rlagg. the 
favorite, survived after being crowded to the inner 
rail at the half by Sewell and in the stretch by 
Tony Faust. Incidentally the winner returned the 
compliment by slamming them both to the fence 
when opposite the paddock entrance. A big crowd 
gathered at the starter’s stand in anticipation of 
a claim of foul and possible official re-arrangement ► 
of positions of the three leading horses at the finish. 
Nothing of the kind developed, however, every one of 
the three offending jockeys. Walsh. Mentr.v and Mc- 
Intyre. being seemingly glad to get back to their 
quarters without more ado. 

D. S. Fountain scored a double with Penn aud 
Hush Money. Until quite recently the horses of tbb 
very popular local horseman were uuahlc to pay tiieii 
way. Now they are winning so frequently that tli, 
owner is rolliug in wealth and will take his string 
>mek east to raee nest summer. 

The sport was splendid and results satisfactory 
front the betting viewitoint with half of the after- 
noon's honors captured by favorites. 

Borel. a native product who has ridden arouud here 
for many years with indifferent success, monopolized 
the joekey honors with three firsts and one second 
to his credit. 

Two pronounced upsets occurred hi the first aud 
last races. No Rule winning at 00 to 1 aud Ftilford 
at 12 to 1. The last named is trained by G. Ham. 
who has an unenviable reputation for inconsistency, 
llolt man came in for his regular daily hostile public 
reception in the second race. 

Jockey Walsh was lined $50 by the starter for 
imruliness at the post on Jint Gaffney. 

JWkey Rcttig. now riding with much success at 
Santa Anita, will leave shortly for Baltimore to ride 
for William Garth'. The Rainey trainer should gel 
first class results out of Hie Californian, who is one 
of the very best riders, with limited opportunities, 
ever developed on the coast.

The betting ring 
will be open to all reputable bookmakers. 

'rite card was rather com mon phi ce today, with 
lug fields prevailing in almost ail the races. The 
only field of any pretension that fa<*ed the barrier 
was iu the second race, for two-year-olds, at four 
and one-half furlongs. Phil Chinn’s Hie Golden 
Butterfly, well supported by the talent and pulOic. 
proved the winner, being backed from 2 to 1 to 6 
to 5. Outpaced to the final quarter site saved ground 
by swinging to the rail. Irma Ia*e. Silvia Fir and 
Li Ilium having all swung wide when entering the 
stretch, and in a sharp last-sixteenth drive with 
Lady I’aret outstayed Iter, winning by a short mar- 
gin. Camera was a fair third.

NEW YORK RACING TAXING SHAPE. 

Belmont Part Program Announced Providing for 
the Sport Every Other Day. 

New York. April 14. — The Westchester Racing 
Association announces that its spring meeting of 
194 IP will begiu at Belmont Park Thursday. May 13. 
Saturday. May 13. will lie the next racing day. In 
cacti of the two succeeding weeks there will be three 
days of racing aud two in the next and concluding 
w eek. 

This moderate program is to feel the public pulse 
and test the legal status of racing, or. rather, of 
betting on racing. If the people turn out in profit 
bringing numbers aud tlie sport is not subjected to 
tlie official harassment that proved so disastrous 
last year it is more than probable that some of the 
days left blank hi the program announced will te> 
tilled with such a provision of overnight purses as 
to assure good racing. But this all depends on con- 
tingencies yet to be fully developed. 

Important stakes already closed — the Withers. 
Belmont. Ladies’ and National Stallion Race — will 
bo nut at the full values announced when they were 
offered for entries. In addition a number of minot- 
stakes will be annoum-ed for entries shortly. In all 
it is intended to maintain the racing at Belmont 
Park’s liest standard, while lessening the number of 
days do voted to the sport. 

For Gravesend tthe features and races of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club will not be decided upon 
finally until the return of Philip J. Dwyer, who is 
visiting at French Lick Springs. Secretary Ren- 
berger has been working on the program and will 
have it ready to submit to Mr. Dwyer on his return. 
Sheepshead 'Bay is far enough away on the date 
schedule to afford Secretary Thomas Smith ample 
time, and the program for Yonkers will follow in 
good season. 

GOOD RACING AT SAN ANTONIO. 

San Antonio. Tex.. April 14. — The banner crowd 
of the meeting attended today’s races, attracted by 
the excellent card of six well-filled events. The 
splendid sport provided yesterday, when a track 
record w'as broken and three favorites rewarded the 
talent, was a factor in bringing out the crowd. To- 
day’s card was devoid of any special features, but 
the fields were large and well matched, resulting in 
several spirited contests. Speculation was brisk and 
heavy, the six books being kept busy all afternoon. 
Form backers had a bad day. only two favorites 
showing in front. Jockey Pickens captured the 
riding honors of the afternoon, bringing home two 
winners. 

Starter Duke has given jockey Prior five days on 
the ground for failure to break with his field iu one 
of yesterday’s events. This makes the sixth rider 
to draw suspension by the starter iu the first three 
days of the meeting.

London. Eng.. April 14. — At the Newmarket Cra- 
ven meeting today, Mr. H. P. Whitney’s three-year- 
old bay colt. Hillside, by Hamburg — Morningside. 
won the Crawfurd Plate of 300 sovereigns at six 
furlongs over tin* Bretby Stakes course. Mr. J. B. 
Joel’ » four-year-old chestnut colt. Elmstead. was sec- 
ond and the six-year-old chestnut horse. Albert Hall, 
by Ampliion — Albertine. third. Eleven horses ran. 

The Ashley Plate for two-year -olds was won by 
Mr. J. H. King’s bay colt, Demosthenes, by Desmond 

Carlin, with Mr. J. T. Crossley’s Belle of Relfc— 
second and Mr. William Clark’s Flinders third. 
Nineteen started, ineluding (Mr. Belmont's Boudoir 
and Mr. Whitney’s Tyrconnel.

EASTERN H0RSE8 READY FOR ACTION. 

Much Activity at New York Tracks in Preparation 
for Ne&r-at-Hand Racing. 

New York. April 14. — Training operations over 
the metropolitan tracks are getting livelier. Sunday 
morning being clear and fine there were many sight- 
seers on hand to see the horses work at Gravesend. 
The front of the grandstand was crowded and Mr. 
Kraus was on hand to superintend the working of his 
string, which will be about all the fast work asked 
from them until they arrive at Pimlico on the 16th. 

The Gardener, Witching Hour and Sans Souei II. 
(which has improved into a fine filly), were galloped 
and then broke from the five-furlong post and worked 
seven furlongs in 1:31. this being the best seven 
furlongs worked over either track. Monibassa and 
Indomitable were sent over the same ground in 
1:32 and gallope«l out the mile in 1:47 L 

The stable’s three two-year-olds. Our Hannah, 
Miss Knickerbocker and Our Nugget, were sent 
three furlongs in 37 J. This stable so far is as fit as 
any at Penning or Pimlico aud will be hard to beat 
at that track. 

Lakeland had Boh Evans worked six furlongs in 
1:17. Question Mark, which is ready to race, went 
me mile hard held all the way In 1:48. He is 
ready and as good as he ever was and will lie very 
troublesome at Baltimore. Coat of Arms wont six 
furlongs in 1:17. The two-year-old fillies in the barn 
Young Belle and Violet Scent, worked three furlongs 
in 36 J and pulled up the half in 51$— good two-year- 
old work. 

Welsh, Leighton aud McLaughlin were on the slow 
side. 

At Sheepshead Bay there was a great deal of 
galloping going on, but little fast work was at- 
tempt ed. 

Madden’s stable is being .put in order for his 
horses, but. from talk around the Bay. he will send 
imly a few to Sheepshead and a large consignment 
to Belmont Park the latter part of next week. 

Matt Allen, who li«s been looking for a stable to 
move into, has made up his mind to ship to Belmont 
Park. As that meeting is tlie first, he does not think 
it wise to make two movements. His horses now 
are about the best-looking seen around the two 
trick*, barring .Celt «nd MrgVetle. 

John Hyland’s son has his stable all in readiness 
for bis father’s return. It being whitewashed and 
wired. Hyland will bring on fourteen bead. His 
intention is to ship about five to Baltimore. Ho is 
looked for early on Tuesday. 

Bob Ihtvis took a run down to Simon Healey’s 
stable to look over Master Robert and Red Robert. 
He was highly pleased with their appearance and 
remained around the stable looking tlve horses over 
for some time. His trainer. Andy Blakeley, will 
leave just as soon as he can get cars, which seem 
to be scarce in California. 

Tlie Lakeland, McLaughlin. Delisser and George 
Kraus strings will leave the Sheepshead Bay pad 
docks on Thursday next for Baltimore. All have 
secured stable room and as their horses are all 
good they seem happy at the prospect of getting 
to the races soon. These four stables should win 
races, as they are keyed up and have not lost any 
flesh to speak of while in strict training. 

James Rowe kept the James It. Keene horse* 
on tlie yearling track at Sheepshead Bay and he did 
not ask anything of them beyond good stout gallop- 
ing exercise. All are going along as well as any 
trainer coaid wish and when ltowe wants any one 
of them for the races he will be ready. 

W. H. Karrick had Fashion Plate aud Cohort of 
the Oneck Stable on the main track and they wound 
r.p a useful gallop by working along for a half in 
57. 

At Gravesend Thomas Welsh had The Squire and 
Wise Mason for companions in a five-furlong move 
in 1:07. Royal Captive and Waponoca were the next 
pair and they went along for the same distance in 
1:08. The two-year-olds. Lord Baltimore and Pro- 
posing. worked three furlongs in 39. Preceptor 
stepped a half in 314, while McCarter, with Glucose 
for a running mate, worked five furlongs iu 1:05$, 
this being one of the impressive moves of the fore- 
noon. Films. Deputy and Meddlesome, of the two- 
year-old division, were only galloped. 

John Hynes brought out Imitator. Rostrum and 
Columbia Lad. his older string. All three had the 
usual long, hard gallops, and at tlie end Imitator 
was sent along for six furlongs in 1:19. The other 
two steptH*d the same distance just half a second 
slower. Hynes also had his Broomstick — Ethel Lee 
filly under saddle and site went along for three fur- 
longs in 38. 

Con Leighton is licgiuning to send his two-year-olds 
along for speed now and they take so kindly to the 
exercise that they will doubtless be well worth 
while when the racing season begins. Langenbeck 
and CatUbert went -three furlongs in 371. Aston Key 
and Hilda's Sister stepped the same distance in 58. 
Don Creole, which came so close to winning a 
Metropolitan Handicap, will be ready again for the 
same raee this year, judging from the manner in 
which he has been working. Since early in the 
spring 1m* has been attracting general attention by 
his gallops. Yesterday his task was five furlongs 
and he stepped along lor the distance iu 1:06 with 
his mouth open all the way. Hilda, the other one in 
•the string, reeled off a nice half in 53. 

James McLaughlin will have a very fit lot for the 
coming meeting. His fillies. Personal and Arondack. 
went along with Great Jubilee. The trio are well 
advanced ami after a limbering-up gallop they turned 
a good six furlongs iu 1:181, with plenty in reserve 
at the finish. Campaigner went a mile iu 1 :47 ami 
old Lally covered the same distance iu 1:50. He 
never was a work horse and when as fit as races can 
make him. will sejdom show any more speed in the 
training hours. Brookline. Fauntleroy and Dress 
Parade II.. the two-year -old string, were sent along 
for a half in 52$. a really good move. 

Julius Bauer had Mon Rove and Marie Rue out to- 
gether. They went along for a half in 511 in a 
manner to indicate that i»otb of them have a good 
turn of speed. Floritnol oover»*d the same distance 
in 52. Zethus. which lias frequently shown becom- 
ing foot, reeled off five furlongs in 1 :07 without being 
asked to extend himself. Perkeo went his six fur- 
longs in 1:18$.

MORE RAIN DIMINISHES THE ATTENDANCE 
BUT BENEFITS THE TRACK. 



Ben Double and No Quarter the Winning Favorites — 
Obert Suspended for Rough Riding — 

Purses Increased. 



Jacksonville. Fla.. April 14. — Racing at Moncreif 
Park this afternoon was conducted under miserable • 
weather conditions. There were intermittent show- 
ers all day and this kept some of the regulars at 
home. The rain, however, had no effect on the track 
and the going was good. 

The program was framed to suit the sprinters 
and in only one raee were they asked to go a mile. 

A majority of the races produced good contests 
and two of the finishes were close enough to leave 
the winner in doubt until tlie final strides. Favor 
ites captured two of the races, the successful 
choices being Bon Double and 1 No Quarter. 

There was some little rough riding, principally 
in the third race. in. which jockey Obert was at 
fault. The latter paid more attention to herding 
contenders than he did to his mount, ami when 
entering the homestretch he carried Camel to th*' 
outside fence. Hi is cost the McCarren colt the 
race. Camel closed a tremendous gap and was just 
making hts ran when Obert took him out. Tie* 
latter’s tactics brought ateiut his suspension for tin* 
remainder of the meeting. 

Two horses were left at the post during the after- 
noon. but in neither case was the starter at fault. 
In the second event Revery wheeled just as the 
barrier was lifted and stood still, and in the third 
race Gilliford moved no to the barrier and then 
propped himself and had to be whipped away from 
the post. The entry of both horses was ordered re- 
fused for the remainder of the meeting. The at- 
tendance was good and speculation brisk. 

Beginning tomorrow some of the purses will be 
increased Hr v*lur . j be racing fissm'iarhm uni tin's 
voluntarily and it is in keeping with the promises 
made the horsemen at Tampa. The spur leading to 
the track from the city limits was completed this 
u.orning and race-goers are now lauded at the en- 
trance to the grandstand. 

One of the biggest upsets of the afternoon was 
Dixie Gold in the maiden race. This filly had 
outworked Halifax and she was heavily backed on 
the strength of it, but the best she could do was 
to finish second to Kitty Fisher. Judge Murphy 
reports that a special, comprising ten carloads of 
horses, will leave here Sunday for Houston. On ar- 
connt of lack of stable room at rimlieo, many of tlie 
horsemen who intended shipping to Baltimore have 
changed their plans and will take iu the Texas 
meeting. 

Jockey Lovell will leave for Lexington Saturday 
night to join the stable of bis new employer. W. H. 
Fizer. 

MEXICAN RACING NEXT THANKSGIVING. 

According to Custom. Sunday Will Be Used and the 
Courses Closed on Monday. 



New York. April 14. — Racing in Mexico will begin 
next Thanksgiving Day at Juarez when a ninety day 
meetiug will lie inaugurated. Matt Winn is here 
from the west. He has recently been In the City 
of Mexico in the interests of the coming season 
of racing in the southern republic. He is enthusi- 
astic over the prospects for the sixirt across the 
border and said that the Juarez season would do 
much to educate the country to racing. Other tracks 
are either in contemplation or actual construction, 
and before long the Mexican Jockey Club will have 
an extensive circuit. 

Winn has been a much sought after man. aud at 
Latonia. Louisville and Lexington he was offered 
the management of meetings. He had to decline all 
three offers on account of his press of work with the 
Mexican project and the coming meeting of the Em- 
pire City Racing Association at Yonkers. 

As is the custom in nearly all the countries of 
Europe, and in accord with the other amusements of 
Mexico, there will be Sunday racing at Iioth Juarez 
and the City of Mexico. Racing will go on six 
I days a week. Monday being omitted. The Chihuahua 
course has not yet been started. It will also race ou 
Sunday. 

CRACK JUMPER FALLS LAME. 

Washington, I>. C.. April 14. — T. S. Martin, one of 
the best jumpers at two miles in this country, is 
badly broken down. The six-year-old sou of Father- 
less and Sand was bred by R. J. Hancock & Son. 
of the Ellerslie Stud, and was developed by William

He has won many races at Pimlico in the colors 
of W. L. Maupln and would have lieeu a sure starter 
here in the crosscountry races. T. S. Martin won 
the Harbor Hill Cup for C. C. Smithson, and was 
sold to Paul J. Rainey for $8,000. and the next 
spring won the Whitner Memorial, beating the crack 
jumper. Good and Plenty.
